SecrioN 4069, * * * No person or stockholder, officer
or trustee of a corporation in his or its own behalf or in-
terest * * * nor any person, stockholder, officer or trusice
of a corporation from. through or under whom a party derives
his interest or title, shall be examined as a witncss in respect
to any transaction or communication by him personally with a
deceased person or with a person then insane, in any civil
action or proceeding in ‘which the opposite party derives his
title, or sustains his liability, to the cause of action from,
through or under such deceased person or suca insane person
or in which such insane person is a party pros-citing or de-
fending by guardian unless such opposite party shall first be
examined or examine some other witness in his behalf eoncer-
ing some transaction or communication between the deecased
or insane and such party or person, or unless the testimony of
sucn deceascd person given in his lifetimne or of such insane
person be first read or given in evidence by the opposite party.
and then, in either case respeetively, only in rcspeet to such
transaction or communication of which testimony is so given

or to the matters to which such testimony relates.

Examinations before trial: production of papers, power
to compel. SecrioNn 4096. 1. No action to obtain a discovery
under oath, in aid of prosecution or defense of another action,
shall be allowed; but the examination of the party, his or its
assignor, agent or employe, or, in case a private corporation
be a party, in addition to the foregoing, the examination of
the president, secretary or other principal officer of such cor-
poration, or of the person who was such presidqnt, secretary,
officer, agent or employe, at the time of the occurrence of the
facts made the subject of the examination, otherwise than as
a witness on a trial, may be taken by deposition at the in-
stance of the adverse party in any action or proceeding, at
any time after the commencement thereof and before judg-
ment.
